Railway Co. This franchise stipulate’ 
that the company should in considera- 
tion of the grant charge not more than 
five cents for adults or 2% cents for 
children under 12 years of age for a 
ride between any point on its lines 
in St. Louis and Granite City.

| SUPREME COURT INTIMATES 


PROPOSED SEGREGATION LAW 
WOULD BE UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


Wording of Decision Upholding Le- 
gality of Election ~ Indicates 
Judges Believe Ordinance 
Might Abridge Rights. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 22.—The Su- 
preme Court yesterday gave a clear in- 
timation that it considers the proposed 
St. Louis negro segregation ordinances 


unconstitutional, and that if a segrega- 
tion law is enacted at the special elec- 
tion one week hence, the Supreme Court 
will knock it out at the first opportunity. 

This intimation was given in the de- 
cision which upholds the initiative clause 
of the St. Louis charter, and whica 
holds that the call tor the special segre- 
gation election, which was brought 
about by petitions under the initiative, 
is legal. 

Judge Henry W. Bond, who wrote the 
Court's Cecision, stated that he was 
\assing merely on the manner in which 
the election was called, and that he was 
not pussing on the proposed segregation 
ordinances. These, he said, were not 
subject to a Court’s opinion until they 
shoul] become enacted into law. 

“But,’’ he added, 


“after the lawmaking 
department of the Government in any 
vf its forms or by any of its agencies 
has finished its work, and the act of 
legisiation in which it was engaged has 
become fait accompli, and is clothed 
with the outward forms of law, the 
question of the construction of the com- 
pleted bill or ordinance ocecomes one for 
ultimate determination by the judiciary. 

“Nor «an it be doubted what judgment 
would be given if it were shown that a 
law had been enacted in violation of the 
funda‘inental principle upon which the 
Government of the State and nation is 
*ounded, er destruction of the lega! 
rights of persons or property of any 
citizen or class of citizens of the United 
pean. eS 

In a previous paragraph of the de- 
cision, Judge Bond described the segre- 
gation preposal in a manner which in- 
dicated that he believed it did destroy 
the legal rights of citizens. He wrote 
that the ordinances ‘“‘provide for the use 
of separate blocks for residence by the 
white and colored races, and for the 
gradual complete occupation of blocks 
by one of the two races, to the exclu- 
sion of the other.”’ - 

Chief Justice Woodson of the Supreme 
Court concurred with Judge Bond's 
opinion in full, and Judge Graves, who 
was absent yesterday but returned to- 
day, announced that he concurred in 
full. Judges Faris, Blair and Revelle 
did not concur in the two paragraphs 
auoted, but it was learned today that 
they did not dissent from this expres- 
= sjon.> They thought. that. | 
not at issue at this time, and hence 
saw no need of mentioning it.

SIX KILLED IN A FIRE IN 
NEW YORK BOARDING HOUSE 


Five Men and a Woman (Perish in 
Building Used by Actorsa—Propri- 
etor One of Those Lost. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—Five men and 
a woman lost their lives early in 
a fire which destroyed a_ theatrical 
boarding house above a restaurant in 

the theater section of the city. 

Early reports said a number of the 
actors and actresses had perished, but 
the dead were identified later as emi- 
rloyes of the boarding house and Thom- 
as Keratsas, one of the proprietors. 

The bodies of a man and woman were 
found on the top floor at the foot 
of a ladder leading to the roof. In 
the hallway on the first floor the bod- 
ies oc two more men were found, and 
the hFody of a fourth man, burned be- 
yond recognition, lay in a bed on the 
second floor.

The dead are said to be the flagman of 
No. 79, and a porter on that tain, 
the engineer and fireman of the 
special. and a man and a womar 
passenger on that train, whose bodies 
have been seen under the wreckage. 

At the time of the-collision a freight 
train was running west on. the next 
track. When the smash occurred a pas- 
senger coach was forced over agairist 
the freight train, adding to the mixup. 
The boiler of the engine drawing the 
special exploded, throwing wreckage in 
every direction. The engine of the spe- 
cial was thrown down the embankment 
and was followed by - -the first two 
coaches. 

It was not’ believed that any of the 
passengers on No. 79 were fatally hurt. 
Most of the passengers in the special 
were from Hartford and New Haven. 

When Howard Elliott, formerly of St. 
Louis, became president of the New Ha- 
ven Railroad system nearly three years 
ago, he said his first consideration would 
be for the safety of passengers and 
employes. In addition to adopting addi- 
tional safety devices ‘he \lengthened the 
running time of some of the fast trains.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—David R. 
Francis this morning saw the President 
and is understood to have accepted the 
post as Ambassador to Russia. It is im- 
possible to state definitely whether he 
accepted, because Francis declined to 
say and the White. House has made 
nO announcement. The general’ under- 
standing, however, is that he~accepted. 


Later in the day he is to see Secretary 
of State Lansing. Secretary Lansing was 
not at his office today, but it is under- 
stood that Francis was to go to his resi- 
dence and discuss the general situa- 
tion. 

Just when the shift in Russia will be 
made is not definitely known. Before 
Francis can take the post this Gov- 
ernment must be notified that he™sill 
be persona grata to Russia. It is undek- 
stood that the Russian Government has 
not yet been sounded out on the ques- 
tion of Francis’ acceptability, but as far 
2s can be ascertained there are no prob- 
able reasons why he would not be ac- 
ceptable. 

The post at Petrograd has become a 
diplomatic hoodoo. When President Wil- 
son first entered office he left the post 
vacant. for several months and ‘then 
offered it to “‘Pindell of Peoria,” who 
contributed to the international galety 
by making the appointment ridiculous. 

Representative Sharp of Ohio was 
then suggested, but the Russian Govern- 
ment turned him down because he had 
voted as a member of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee for the abrogation of 
the Russian - American commercial 
treaty.

Altogether Out of the War. 

“The Austrians, however, penetrated 
too far south, and he was cut off; with 
such troops as were left in the vicinity 
of Podgoritza and Cettinje. I suppose it 
is true that the Austrians have disarmed 
great numbers of Montenegrin soldiers, 
but as the latter had really ceased to 
be soldiers, that made little difference. 
We are altogether out of the war now, 
altough we have not capitulated nor 
made any peace or armistice.” 

“What was the cause of the Montene- 
grin defeat?” 


“There were many causes,’’ Miouche- 
kovitch replied. “‘Remember that since 
1911, when we fought the Albanians, we 
have been continuously at war. From 
the very beginning of the present great 
struggle our coasts were blockaded by 
the Austrian fleet, and particularly by 
submarines, From the beginning we 
lacked munitions and supplies of all 
sorts and even food. We so informed 
the entente Powers and efforts were 
made to revictual us from Italy. After 
four Italian supply ships had been 
sunk, however, and Italian war vessels 
endangered, Italy found it impossible to 
continue this attempt. 


“The only other way lay through Ser- 
via, but there were no roads, and every- 
thing had to be sent ‘by ox carts, which 
took a month te make the trip. We 
begged the allies to build a road across 
the 60 es separating our roads from 
the Servian ones, but although many 
promises were made, nothing was done. 

“Then came the retreat of the Serbs 
through Montenegro. Their coming sent 
the price of flour from 2 or 8 francs up 
to 10 francs a kilo (two pounds) and 
Montenegro faced starvation. All this 
time we went on fighting as best we 
could, and neither reinforcements of 
men nor of munitions nor of food came 
to our ald. 

Mount Lovchen Not Impregnable. 

“Finally the Austrians began their fu- 
rious attack on Mount Lovchen. The 
bombardment was terrific, and Lovchen 
is not, as has been stated, impregnable 
—particularly when it is defended by 
men whose ammunition is running low, 
who are without heavy guns and who 
are insufficiently fed. 

“To gain time we began to talk of

Head of Dry Goods Firm Says: 
Collateral Was Valueless Then 
and That It Is Now. 


How four of the McKittricks—Thomas 
H., his wife, sister and a bvrother—were 
forced to accept alleged worthless col- 
lateral for a loan of $300.000 was told 
yesterday afternoon in Circuit Judge: 
Shields’ court by Thomas H. McKit- 
trick, continuing his testimony in the 
receivership suit of dissatisfied stock- 
holders against the Hargadine-McKit- 
trick Dry Goods Co. 

He said that in Nov., 1911, he informed 
the syndicate managers in charge of 
the Railway “xchange Building ven- 
ture that the Hargadine-McKittrick Co. 
could put up no more money in fur- 
therance of the project and in acccrdad- 
ance with obligations assumed by It. 
4 payment was then due and McKit- 
trick said he was told he would have 
to furnish the money himself. 

A family account was taken and it 
was found that the two brothers, sister, 
and Mrs. T. H. McKittrick could put up 
its equivalent, the witness 
said. According to McKittrick it was 
first suggested that the Hargadine-Mc- 
Kittrick company give a note for the 
loan, but this was not done. Instead. 
the four McKittricks received second 
preferred stock of the company and oth- 
er collateral which, T. H. McKittrick 
told the Court, ‘“‘were worthless then 
and are worthless now.’’ When the 
$300,000 was turned over to the syndicate 
the McKittricks received a receipt for it, 
the witness said. 

McKittrick said that the dissatisfied 
stockholders of the company were re- 
sponsible for the McKittricks giving up 
their money on such easy terms. 

“A most outrageous contract,’’ he ex- 
claimed. 

This comment did not please Daniel 
N. Kirby, who is conducting the case 
for McKittrick and other defendants in 
the suit. 

“I move that the last remark be 
stricken out,’’ said Kirby. 

Rancolph Laughlin of counsel for the 
plaintiffs, declared that the statement 
should stand. 

Judge Shields ruled against Laughlin. 
“It is only the opinion of the witness,”’ 
said the Judge. 

McKittrick testified that the liquida- 
ting committee of the Hargadine-McKit- 
trick company had paid off in full debts 
of more than $3,000,000 since taking con- 
trol and had discharged all obligatious 
of the company except some debts owing 
the McKittricks and several minor bills 
He said he was opposed to a receiver- 
ship because in, no instance he knew of 
in 20 years were creditors of a wholesale 
dry goods firm which went into the 
hands of a receiver paid 100 cents on the 
dollar. 

McKittrick has been on the stand two 
days, and his cross-examination has not 
yet started. Judge Shields yesterday 
afternoon adjourned court until: Wednes- 
day.

Fond of Parrots, 

“Mrs. Wilson was fond of parrots,”’ 
he said, “and she was never without 
one. When one died she obtained anoth- 
er, but preserved the carcass of the 
dead one, 

“She had one parrot which, although 
I never heard it speak, she declared 
was exceptionally brilliant. She dis- 
liked Democrats and insisted the parrot 
shared this dislike. He proved it by 
frequently shouting, ‘Hurrah for Taft!’ 
she said. I never heard it hurrah for 
anything.”’ 

Vickers said Mrs. Wilson bought him 
a cow in the month of October whick 
gave no milk and cost him more than 
it was worth to keep.

In Champagne, the forest of the Ar- 
gonne and in the entire region of Ver- 
dun, there has been much artillery 
activity, in which Paris claims that con- 
siderable execution was accomplished 
by the Franch gunners. The Germans 
report additional repulses of British 
grenade attacks against captured ‘posi- 
tions along the Yser Canal and also the 
putting down of an entente ailied of- 
fensive along the Lens-Arras road, 

Numerous fights in the air between 
German and French aviators have taken 
place. Paris reports that several of the 
German machines were brought down 
by the fire of the French airmen, 

Aeroplane raids have been carried out 
by French and British aeroplane squad- 
rons, notably on the German aviation 
field at Habsheim, at Multhausen and on 
a munitions factory at Pagny-Sur-Mo- 
selle. British aircraft bombed the town 
of Don, southwest of Lille.

SOLID FRONT OF MACHINE [$3 
GUNS HOLDS THE GERMAN 
LINE IN. PINSK SWAMPS 


Correspondent Says Germans Have Made Pripet 
Section Nigh Impregnable With Barb 
Wires and Rapid Fire Weapons. 


PINSK, Russia, Feb. 17, by Courier 
to Berlin, Feb. 21, via London Feb. 22.-- 
The mildest winter of decades along 
the present German lines in the East 
has been an important factor in ren- 
dering futile, in this section at least, all 
Russian efforts to regain their lost ter- 
ritory. An Associated Press correspond- 
ent, the first to have the opportunity 
to view the ‘“‘machine gun front” in and 
about the Pripet Swamps sincé the Teu- 
tons took up their positions in Sep- 
tember and October, has just returned 
from a trip along several miles of the 
swampy fighting line. 


Every mile of this front fairly bris- 
tles with. machine guns, which cover 
every inch of terrain. Although the 
correspondent had no means of ascer- 
taining how many men defend the 
Pinsk sector, the multitude of rapid 
firing guns gives the impression that 
even a small number of men should be 
able to hold the line indefinitely. In 
addition to the guns, millions of feet of 
barbed wire entanglements, transform- 
ing each village and house into a yer- 
itable fortress, render the German po- 
sitions from a layman standpoint im- 
pregnable—which the military authori- 
ties claim they are. 

Probably nowhere on any front is 
the term “stationary warfare’’ more ap- 
plicable than in the Pinsk district. 
where lonely outposts in blockhouses 
erected on tiny islands in the swamp 
lands and roving patrols give the only 
real touch of fighting. 


Swamps Protect South. 

The German lines at Pinsk protrude 
furtherest east of any along the whole 
front from the Baltic to Galicia. They 
project in a semi-circle form. The 
greatest danger to™%he forces at Pinsk, 
therefore, is a flanking movement from 
the north—the swamps afford protec- 
tion from the south.. In consequence 
the northern lines have been made ex- 
tremely strong. Not only is every yard 
of this front fenced in with entangle- 
ments 100 to 120 feet wide, but there sare 
supporting points at very short inter- 
vals which are veritable fortresses in 
themselves. They are surrounded by 
star-shaped barricades of wire. 

Each of these supporting points is 
subdivided into barricaded sections with 
bombproof shelters and with machine 
guns to fire along both sides of each 
point of the stars. As a final precau 
tion each supporting point is surround- 
ed by a single wire, stretched knee higa, 
on which hang 10 pairs of empty bottles 
which clink the alarm the moment the 
wire is touched by any pérsons who ap- 
proach. 


_A novel feature of the German de- 
fense in this section is that the troops 
are composed almost entirely of crack 
cavalry regiments, numbering high nec- 
bies among their officers. A short time 
ago they would have scoffed at the 
idea of being dismounted, but now they 
live cheerfully in part or wholly under- 
ground, riding their horses only for 
sport in improvised hippodromes. 

The lot of the troops on this northern 
flank of the front, however, is happier 
than that of those east and south of 
Pinsk, for they have been able to en- 


ench themselves in the dunes. 
 Paralleling the Strumen River, south 


of the city, runs a narrow dike built 
by the Russians, either to hold back 
the flood waters’ or to serve as the bel 
for a projected railroad. This dike is 
but a few feet above the fast-running 
river on one side and the vast swamp 
on the other and has been converted into 
a series of tiny forts, with machine 
guns commanding evory Russian posi- 
tion in the wide angle. 
‘trenches in Sidewalks. 

The water front line of Pinsk itself, 
past which the River Pine flows, more 
than any other creates the impression 
of being a “machine-gun front ”’ 
Trenches have bee:: dug where the un- 
paved sidewslks used. to be, There ‘8s 
scarcely a house that has not been forti- 
fied with sandbags and earth. 

Near the city, out in the swamp, lies 
a small island, which is the nearest 
point to the Russians. The Germans 
have built a staging to the island an: 
have fortified the island itself. On it 
they have installed troops commanded 
by a ruler of a German state, who lives 
unostentatiously in a dilapidated villa. 

The whole German side of the swamp 
to a depth from half a mile to a mile,% 
to a cross-cross with staging running 
to every hummock of solid land large 
enough to hold a blockhouse, machine 
guns and men. 

Possibly on account of the combina- 
tion of dampness, the unfrozen condi- 
tion of the swamp and the extraordi- 
nary German defenses, or possibly Dbe- 
cause of tack of adequate artillery, the 
Russians have made only a few half- 
hearted efforts to push back the Ger- 
mans from Pinsk. They limit them- 
selves to patrol scouting. Occasionally

The slightly elevated position of Pinsk 
gives the Germans a dual. advantage.

HOW SEGREGATION LAW IN 
BALTIMORE OPERATESAFTER 
BEING ANNULLED 3 TIMES 


Fourth Measure Is Before the Courts in Test 


Case and Opponents Carry It to 
Highest Tribunal. 


Sy a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 22.—Baltimore be- 
lieves it has solved the race segregation 
problem, but the city is wonderifi¢ 
whether its fourth and latest sesrega- 
tion ordinance will stick. Three other 
ordinances have been annulled, either 
by the courts or by the City Couneil, 
and the fourth is under fire. The op- 
ponents of segregation say they will 
carry their case to the United States 
Supreme Court, if necessary; and al- 
ready, the existinfi ordinance is being 
tried for its lifé in the State Court of 
Appeals. 

Nevertheless, the theory of segrega- 
tion Will work, provided its practical ex- 
pression will stand the legal test, ac- 
cording to the views of nearly every 
business and professional man in the 
city. It is economically and socially 
sound—Jjn Baltimore. Whether such a 
system will work elsewhere Baitimore 
does not pretend to say. 

The ¢olored population of Baltimore 
has always been under white domina- 
tioh. A® a race, the negro of Baltimore 
has been made to learn the lesson of 
submission better, perhaps, than in any 
city north of Richmond, Va.

Other Miner Advantages.

out first presenting the history of the 
conditions whith le@ up to its adoption 
ahd by tfaciiié® events from the time the 
first draft of the law was adopted. 
Briefly, thé Baltimore situation was like 
this: 

The trend of the city’s developmen: 
Was to the north and west. Roughly 
speaking, North avenue, which traverses 


to west, formed the approximate boun- 
dary of the outlying business section, 
while north of this thoroughfare and 
to the northwest lay the seetion lergely 
inhabited by the well-to-do persone, To 
the east arid south lay the homies of the 
laboring Classes ard thé néeroes. 

Tae negro portion of Baltimore's pop- 
tilation, like the white portion, possessca 
that same spirit of emulation, though 
the aribitious negro element, for the 
time béing, was ccntent to oecupy, in 
its apparent €néeroachments, those por- 
tions of the middle-northern sections oc- 
cupied by the middle-class whites. 

High Rents a Factor. 

The great portior of the middle-class 
whites found an invasion of the better 
néighborhouds impossible, chiefiy be- 
cause of higher rents and increased liy- 
ing@ expenses. So the middle-class 
whites, for the mosi part, settled them- 
selvés Détween the upper-class neighbor- 
hoods to the north and west on the one 
hand, and the downtown sectiou on the 
other, therely marking out a “quarter’ 
as it were, which they considered their 
own. 

The old question of race prejudice, 
however, éntéred at this point, for the 
better classes of negroes were at least 
on af economic jar with the middie. 
class Whites and were thereby enabled 
to invade that section held sacred tu 


family. 

And by reason of that race prejudice, 
the entrance of mérely one negro famiiy 
on a White block was quite sufficient, 
in néarly all cases, to occasion a sid- 
Gén and violent reduction in  réalty 
pricés in the immédiaté area affected, 
not to mention the moral effect upon 
rmioré distant neighborhoods which wer» 
consequently threacéned. 

Here the unsé¢fupillous real estate man 
be¢ameé active and conceived the idea 
of capitalizing this race hatred fos 
his private benefit. And there are many 
pérsons in Baltimore today who declare 
that the speculative real estate agent 
Was 48 much responsible for segrega- 
tion as the négro himeelf. 

The speculator’s plan was to move a 
}hegro family into a block in the good 
white néighborhoads uptown. 

The hews would spread quickly that 
thé négro family had come to stay and 
intended to purchare the housé it oc. 
Supied. Panic in realty values in that 
neighborhood usually followed. If th. 
white 6wnera wer not sufficiently quick 
to see the ruination that stared them in 
the face, a call from the realty agent 
tisually miadé it suite clear to ther. 

Thé next step was to purchase the 
houses in the affected block at low 
‘prices. This was usually accomplished 
without serious difficulty ana quit: 
often on a rather large scale. Once the 
task Of purchasirg all available prop 
erty Was completes !, the ro family; 
would receive notice t6 remove, the 
block would again “g@6 White’ and the 
chagrinned owner# who had sold their 
property at low rtices would s#ée the 
self-same property put up for sale and 
vought for nearly its normal value frum 
the realty man. 


Invaded by roéd, 
Naturally, this sort of ‘thing could not

12, had himself arrested for violation 
ef the ordinance and has appealed it to 
the Court of Appeals on the ground that 
the ordinance itself is a gross and un- 
Warranted misuse of the police power, 
that it deprives him of the use of 
property he bought in a white neighbor- 
hood, without due process of law; and 
that at the time of purchase he was 
rot acquainted with the location of the 
property to the extent of knowing it was 
located In a neighborhood from which 
negro residents were barred. 

Jackson is said to have been brought 
into Baltimore for the purpose of ir- 
volving the Federal law and enabling 
the National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People—a negro 
organization—to carry the Jackson case 
into the Supreme Court of the United 
States. 

It is said that the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colored 
People is, so far as Baltimore is con- 
cerned, little more than Harry 8. Cum- 
mings, a bright negro member of the 
City Council. And perhaps it is largely 
to Baltimore's credit that many perscus 
sn a position to know declare positively 
that Cummings is the most able man 
In the whole Council. He seconded 
Roosevelt’s nomination at the Chicago 
convention in 1900. 

Baltimore is perhaps one of the most 
“local” cities in the United States, and 
'erdinarily it concerns itself little wii 
what other cities of the country are 
doing, even along lines paralled with 
Baltimore endeavor. But the city, in 
this case, has not been insensible to 
the efforts of other cities like Louis- 
ville to make an ordinance of this kind 
hold in the courts. 

Nor is Baltimore ignorant of the fact 
that St. Louis has taken up the segre- 
gation problem. In fact Baltimore is 


‘Ttwentieth century 


particularly eager to learn what St. 
Louis will do with the segregation prom- 
lem. 

It was intimated in many quarters fa- 
vorable to the ordinance that many real 
estate men in town were secretly opposed 
to the law. 

A. D. McComas, sécretary of the Real 
Estate Board of Trade, said: 

“There is absolutely no doubt that the 
better class of real estate men in Bal- 
timore are heartily in accord with the 
principles laid down in the ordinance. 
The realty men who are fighting it and 
who fought it in the past are the men 
who were simply using the tendency of 
the negroes to swarm into a white 
neighborhood as a means of cleaning up 
on small residential property. 

‘“‘Among the really responsible real es- 
tate class, there is an entirely different 
sentiment. We have found that segre- 
gation stimulates the sale of property to 
salaried men in the northern and north- 
western sections and we also realize that 
the segregation of both races will stimu- 
late building in two directions—one class 
of residence for whites and another for 
the blacks. The advantages of segrega- 
tion are too pronounced fer a thorough- 
going real estate man in this town to 
criticize the law as a failure.”’ 

Harry S. Cummings, the negro Coun- 
cilman, was seen. Cummings opposes 
the ordinance very strongly and had his 
reasons which he set forth. 

He said: “‘The law itself is funda- 
mentally all wrong. Its tendency is to 
make the negro legally inferior to the 
white man and there is nw provision in 
legal practice for 
such views. It permits a negro to buy a 
house in a white neighborhood, but de- 
nies him the right to live in that house. 
Here is where the real hardship and 
monetary loss results from the operation 
of the ordinance. | 

“A negro, we'll «ay, buys a house in 
a section from which he is barred as % 
resident. The law says he can buy 
there but that he mustn't live there, 
He may have rlaced into that house the 
savings of yeurs and yet he is forced, 
if he cannot rent to white tenants, (tv 
allow the house to stand idle, to pay 
taxes upon it and additionally pay fo: 
other quarters for himself and family.’

same financial burden is being carried 
by the white persons who own property 
in blocks which are restricted to negro 
seitlement. They also cannot move into 
their property because tenants of an- 
other color have taken over that neigh- 
borhood. Manifestly, the law is unjust 
to the last degree.’’ 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent, 
searching for an answer to these objec- 
tions, turned first to Mayor James H. 
Preston of Baltimore. 


“It is true,” he said, “that some prop- 
erty owners, both white and colored. 
have suffered loss of revenue from hav- 
ing houses of theirs located in district* 
where the owners couldn’t live. We'r> 
rot denying that such cases exist, but 
we do deny that they exist in sufficient 
rumbers to make segregation an eco- 
nomic and social error. 


1y rare. You can easily imagine how 


anyone Opposed to the measure would 


not be inclined to minimize the alleged 


importance of such occurrences. But 
perhaps you can judge for yoursei* 
best on that matter when I tell you 
that negroes are still buying property 
in white neighborhoods and whites are 
still buying property in negro neigh- 
borhoods, though both classes of own- 
ers know they cannot occupy their prop- 
erty. That seems'‘to be a fair earnest 
of the value of such statements. 


“I'll give you another exampte of how 
Baltimore is receiving segregation: Wi)- 
liam F. Broening, the District Attor- 
ney, is a Republican. I am a ‘Demo- 
crat and the city administration is 
largely Democratic; but Broening is 
pulling right along with us in this mat- 
ter of upholding segregation. He is 
fighting for the ordinance and every 


man in Baltimore with the real inter- 
ests of the city at heart is fighting for 
it also. 


Politics Is Eliminated. 

“No one should get the idea that 
Segregation in Baltimore has anything 
to do with politics. The old story about 
Republican support of the negro and 
Democratic opposition to the race desn’t 
go here in Baltimore in connection with 
segregation. Democrats and Republic- 
ans are for themiselves and their town 
first and for their parties afterward 
And they couldn't fight segregation and 
further their own and their town's In- 
terest at the same time.’’ 

‘There is another advantage of segre- 
gation which hasn’t been dwelt upon 
with sufficient emphasis. That is the 
‘part it plans in the sanitary clean-up

BEST IN “LUGIA™ 


Excellent Performance Given by 
Coloratura—Sextette Is 
Well Sung.

ME. EDVIGE VACCARI, colora: 
VI tura prima donna of the San 

Carlo Opera Company, astonished 
and delighted a sizable audience at the 
Odeon last night with her brilliant sing- 
ing of the immensely difficult fioritura 
music abounding in the title part of 
Donizetti's ‘“‘Lucia di Lammermoor.”’ The 
score, formidable as it is to most sing- 
ers, was so lacking in terrors to her 
practiced technique that she added sev- 
eral displays of vocal fireworks of her 
own. 

While her tones may not be so flaw- 
lessly crystalline as those of Mme. Nellie 
Melba in her prime, she possesses notes 
of ethereal softness and delicacy in the 
highest range, with something of the 
flute’s exquisite clearness and daintiness. 
Her trill is bird-like in its perfect ease 
and evenness; and no score can make 
demands of agility which her voice is 
unable to meet. 

Vocal students will realize the feats 
represented by her singing with reso- 
nance the D-flat above high C in the 
sextet, and the E-flat above high C in 
the mad scene. The latter tone was 
easy for her, for she can sing still a full 
tone higher, to F natural. As she can 
also sing the B-flat below the staff, this 
gives her the phenomenal range of two 
octaves and a fifth—this being the exact 
range with which Melba, in her youth, 
amazed the world. In addition to her 
accomplished singing, Mme. Vaccari 
acted the role with intelligence and re- 
straint. 

Sextette Well Done. 

As her worthy colleagues in the cast, 
Angelo Antola sang the part of Henry 
Ashton and Giuseppe Agostini that of 
Edgar of Ravenswood. Natale Cervi 
was Raymond, the chaplain: Luciano 
Rossini was Lord Arthur. Bucklaw, and 
#lice Homer was Lucia’s attendant. 
These principals sang the sextette ex- 
cellently, and it was encored. lLucia’s 
inad scene suffered a bit through the 
lifeless playing of the flute obligat 
by one of the orchestra. The harp in- 
termezzo preceding the second act, 
“hich has not been heard for years 
at a St. Louis performance of “Lucia, ’ 
was enjoyably performed by D. A. As- 
trella.

PROMINENT MEN | 
SPEAKERS AGAINST 
SFPREPATION BILL 


Mayor, Nagel, Judson, Reedy 
and Judge Rassieur Address 
Meeting. 


Addresses by Mayor Kiel and four 
other speakers aroused much enthusi- 
asm among about 300 men and women 
present at a meeting in Central High 


,j School last evening held by citizens 


opposing the negro segregation ordi- 
nance. About two-thirds of the audience 
was made up of negroes. Mayor Kiel, 
as chairman, said that he sincerely 
hoped the segregation ordinance would 
fail of passage as he believed the ques- 
tion of its constitucionality would linger 
in the courts for years during which 
time bad feeling would develop between 
the races in St. Louis. 

Frederick N. Judson asserted segre- 
gation is advocated from a so-called 
radical prejudice which it is claimed 
impairs real estate values. “It is thero- 
“to adopt the 
policy of restricting one-tenth of our 
population to certain prescribed dis- 
tricts, so as it is said they cannot in- 


to our white citizens. 

“Are we prepared in Missouri as a 
remedy ‘Yor the existing racial pre- 
judices which interferes with the real 
estate, to go back to the precedents of 
the middle ages, and establish het- 
toes for a part «f our population? In 
this connection it ehould be remembere:!) 
that Missouri was the first state fo 
abolish slavery !'y its own State enact- 
ment. This was done some years be- 
fore the adoption of the Thirteenth 
Amendment by the Government of the 
nation. 

“These proposed ordinances are ob- 
jectionable, because even if they could 
be lawfully enacted, they would be in- 
effective. They admittedly could not 
reach the cases of existing occupancy of 
real estate. They would only intensify 
and perpetuate the feeling of hostility 
of.a class comprising one-tenth of our 
population and expose us to the charge 
of resorting to a medieval system which 
would discredit our history. 

Privileges of Negroes. 

“The colored population of St. Louis 
are entitled to the privileges and immu- 
rities of citizenship, and they cannot 
be deprived of the inalienable rights of 
citizenship, including the right to own, 
acquire and dispose of property, which, 
the Supreme Court of Georgia’said was 
not conferred by the Constitution, but 
exists of natural right. 

“In view of the decisions of State 
courts of Southern States, presumably 
made up of Southern men, can there be 
would be the 
ruling of the Federal courts upon this 
attempted segregation and denial of the 
rights of property to American citizens? 

William Marion Reedy said that he is 
a Democrat and that the one reason as 
appeared as a speaker is that he wished 
to stand up and be counted for what he 
believed to be the right regardless of 
party. Reedy said his ancestors for 4% 
years had been fighting similar segre- 
gation and that these attacks upon his 
race had continued until recent years, 
when the proscription of Irish-Catholics 
was wiped out by an immense majority 
of the people of this country. 

Reedy said that if some “‘smart ne- 
groes’ buy property in residence “‘is- 
tricts in order to hold up other resi- 
dents for a high price, it is only be- 
cause some much worse white man 
gives them the opportunity He said 
he was not arguing for social equality 
of the races, as it was the right of every 
man to choose his associates. 

Nagel Explains Opposition. 

Former Secretary of Commerce ard 
Labor Nagel said that while born :n 
the South, he lived in a section where 
slavery was not tolerated. 

He described the shock which came to 
him when he first saw a negro boy with 
whom he had been playing, whipped 
brutally, and he said: 

“At that sight I swore to oppose such 
a kind of an argument all the remain- 
dcr of my life, and that’s why I am 
here present voting No, against an 
argument to place upon the negro a 
more humiliating condition than that of 
actual slavery. 

. “But I will not lie to you. In no state 
has the negro as yet real equality in 
political or industrial life. I say noth- 
ing of social life, as neither race wishes 
it. I say to the negro that I do not 
know when you will achieve full polit- 
ical and industrial equality. I must 
ask you to wait, but I will not raise my 
hand to delay one hour the arrival of 
your day of full equality.” 

The speaker said that the notoriety 
St. Louis is securing because of the pro- 
posed segregation is the most expensive 
evil that has come to the city and that 
the damage being done was much great- 
er than citizens realize. 

Judge Leo Rassieur said that as a 
young man he had always wondered 
how slavery could exist in defiance of 
the declaration of independence. Later, 
he said, he could not understand how 
the negro was being deprived of polit- 
ical rights in defiance of the Constitu- 
tion. He said this segregation proposal 
shows that citizens who believe in both 
documents must still be upon the alert 
to prevent their nullification by such 
action as the proposed segregation ordi- 
nance. 


Committee Gets Many Letters pos- 
img Segregation. op 


The Citizens’ Anti-Segregation Com- 
mittee has received a number of com- 
munications expressing opposition to 
the segregation plan. 

Bishop Tuttle, in a letter to the com- 
mittee, says he thinks the proposed or- 
dinance would violate the personal lib- 
erty rights of American citizenship and 
engender resentment and bitterness of 
feeling. It is not, he thinks, calculated 
to help a people who are honestly striv- 
ing to uplift their standard and improve 
themselves. 

Mayor Kiel notifies the committee that 
he is ready at any time to speak pub. 
licly in opposition to the segregation 
movement.

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GEORGE WASHINGTON ON DEFENCE. 

George Washington, whose birthday we honor 
today, declared that “the adoption of a proper 
peace establishment” was “essential to the well- 
being or even the existence of the United States 
as an independent Power.” 

To this end he begged people to forget local 
prejudices and policies, to make concessions need- 
ful to general well-being and to sacrifice individ- 
ual advantages to the interest of the community. 
Nobody better knew the importance of ° “pre- 
paredness.” “The peace and safety of our coun- 
try depend, under God, solely on the success of 
our arms,” was his comment on the Declaration 
of Independence. Yet his little army with which 
he achieved the most notable. result in history 

rom the point of view of man’ 8 political freedom, 
and “the most brilliant achievements in military 
annals,” represented a sad want of “prepared- 
ness” in size and strength. As against British 
forces of 24,000, the army with which Washington 
won the crowning victory of independence hardly 
numbered 20,000 men of whom it is said 6000 or 
7000 were sick or on furlough: and disasters and 
reverses preceded the ultimate triumph—Mon- 
mouth, Brandywine, Germantown and Valley 
Forge had to be undergone before Yorktown. In- 
sfired military genius, and the aid of our gallant 
giiies, were necessary to American independence. 
“No people,” said Washington in his Inaugural, 
“can be found to acknowledge the invisible hand 
which conducts the affairs of man more than the 
people of the United States.” | 

Washington’s last services to his country were 
those ‘of preparing its military force in the expec- 
tation of trouble with France—which was hap- 
nily averted, due in part, nogioubt, to his work of 
rreparation. Congress in 1798 authorized a pro- 
visional army, and Washington threw himself 
with all possible energy into the minutest details 
of getting it ready to fight, if need be. And be- 
fore the result of peace was assured he died. 
“First in war, first in peace, first in the hearts of 
his countrymen.” What stand would Washingto2 
take on preparedness at this hour? 
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Clear skies and moderate temperature having 
destroyed the groundhog prediction, where now 
may we look in Nature for weather? 
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JUDGE BOND’S SIGNIFICANT WORDS. 

In the Supreme Court decision denying an in- 
junction against the segregation election on the 
ground of the unconstitutionality of the initiative 
clause, Judge Henry Bond, who wrote the opinion, 
ineerted.an interesting and significant paragraph, 
saying that a bill or ordinance can be construed 
only after it is completed and becomes an act of 


, legislation, He added: 


Nor can it be doubted what judgment 
would be given if it were shown that a law 
had been enacted in violation of the funda- 
mental principle upon which the government 
of the state and nation is founded, or de- 
struction. of the legal rights of persons or 
property of any .citizen or class of citizens 
of the United States. ° 
If Judge Bond had been writing a decision on 


the segregation ordinance itself he could not have 
more clearly defined its nature and its relation to 
American principles and constitutional rights. His 
statement is in accord with the Supreme Court 
docisions against segregation quoted by the Post- 
Dispatch. It is substantially the original argu- 
ment used. against segregation by the Post-Dis- 
patch. | 

We may see in this aside of the Supreme Court 
the fate of. the segregation ordinance should it be 
adopted and submitted to the court test. 
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INTERNAL UNREST IN TURKEY. 

Berlin is said to have ordered the German com- 
manders in Turkey to hold back at all hazards 
the Russian army advancing from Armenia and 
tu be gathering a Turko-German force. east .of 
Constantinople. Such a force if assembled may 
trouble at almost any moment on its rear 
as well as on its front. Diséontent in Constanti- 
nople and growing hostility to German control 
of the country have been described in recént weeks 
as requiring strong detachments of German troops 
in the city to hold an uprising in check. 

If this native opposition to the Prussianization 
oi Turkey was.a danger before the fall of Erzerum 
and the imminence of the Russian-peril, what will 
it be afterward?

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, SHIP BUILDING ACTIVITY. 

The summary of the Government report, show- 
ing the tremendous increase in: shipbuilding in 
American yards, in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, should

‘the minds of those who have been told by inter- 


ested persons that the American merchant ‘marine 
had-been ruined by Democratic legislation. 

‘ It appears that, in spite of the La Follette Sea- 
nian’s act and the increase” cost of ‘operation, 
capital has full faith in the future of the American 
merchant marine.

Furthermore, he possessed a right-hand 
punch that had a habit of winning for 
him long after it seemed he was beaten, 
for he wasn’t much of a boxer and was 
easily outpointed. During these early
